Cincinnati’s future success will be 
marked by how much it embraces to- 
day’s startup culture. Our legacy busi- 
nesses are dying. Other businesses 
that may not even exist yet will replace 
them. We need to pivot right now to 
embrace a new economy.

On Tuesday, we learned Cincinnati 
is losing the headquarters of one of its 
most iconic brands in Macy’s, the 
famed retailer that signifies the holi- 
days to generations and for years has 
been an anchor in our local economy. 

It was also a huge point of pride. Af- 
ter all, this was one of several Fortune 
500 companies with headquarters 
right here. 

When people ask me about Cincin- 
nati, I tell them we fight way above our 
weight class. We are a town of 300,000 
in a region with nearly 2 million. We
